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In most cases the Mikado’s Government has 
neither affirmed nor denied the loss of ships 
reported almost weekly during the blockade of 
Port Arthur, and silence has proved golden in 
that the Russian succours wandering aimlessly 
off the East African Coast have not the slight- 
est notion.of the strength of Admiral Togo’s 
fleet. They may have to face five battleships, 
they may have to face three. The strength of 
the Japanese destroyer and submarine flotillas 
is equally unknown.” Now and again stories 
come of fleets. 20 strong seen cruising 100 
miles E. of Hongkong or ot a host of torpedo 
craft patrolling Formosan waters, but nothing 
definite and precise. 

And if the Japanese secrecy in regard to 
their naval operations has beensuccessful ithas 
been even more successful on land, where, what 
with Chinamen and correspondents, the chances 
of leakage of important news are infinitely 
greater. But Japan has succeeded up to the 
great fight at Mukden in keeping conéealed 
the whereabouts of some of her principal units. 
At Liao-Yang the Guard, 2nd and 12th divi- 
sions under Kuroki, the 5th and 10th under 
Nodm, and the 8rd, 4th and 6th under Oku, 
with several reserve brigades, formed the Ja- 
panese army. The 1st was known to have been 
left at Port Arthur; where were the rest? In 
the autumn it became known that the 9th and 
11th were at Port Arthur, and early in 1905 it 
transpired that the 8th had played a promi- 
nent part at Heikontai. ‘Then there was the 7th; 
it was only a few days ago that the “Times” 
correspondent informed the world that this 
force, destined to conquer Saghalien (said 
some) or hold Korea, according to others, 
had actually. arrived in November in time to 
storm the 203-Metre Hill. As for the indepen- 
dent reserve brigades, no one seems sure of 
their exact position, nor of the nature of the 
army of occupation in Korea. 

And then in the height of the battle of 
Mukden three territorial divisions under 
General Kawamura, who, as all the world 
believed, was landing in N. Korea and pre- 
paring to assail Vladivostock, appear on 
General Linievitch’s flank! Very amazing 
for the world, and still more amazing for 
the luckless Linieviteh and for all the Russian 
leaders. For this successful calculated secrecy 
means that you have a whole people before 
you that is not only patriotic—most people 
can feel and talk for their country—bat has 
the power of understanding what the pro- 
secution of a successful war demands. Other 
nations have sacrificed lives in war with 
the same iron patriotism, others have trained 
their hearts and wills to accept war, not 
as a horror and an abomination, nor as a field 
for theatricals, but as a necessary if highly 
disagreeable incident in international relations ; 
but none have sacrificed their comfort so. far 
asto refrain from writing or talking copious- 
ly in wartime, to the great comfort of them- 
selves and their enemy's Intelligence Depart- 
ment.

GUNS ABANDONED. 


(SPECIAL To THE “@AZETTE”). 

Our representative found Sir W. Willcocks at 
an early hour in thenew officehehasjust opened 
for himself next.door to Me. Carton de Wiart, 
and at once proceeded to ask him his opinion 
on the recent decree deciding to postpone for 
three years the raising of the Assouan dam 
and as a corollary to this measure to stop 
selling land to reclamation companies. 

“A DESPERATELY WEAK DECISION.” 

What do you think, Sir William, of the 
decision not to raise the Assouan dam !—I 
think it a desperately weak decision, s regular 
going back to the old days which preceded the 
Oceupation. There is a large book containing 
the decisions of committees which advised suc- 
cessive Khedives not to raise the water on the 
Barrage at the head of the Delta.Sir Colin Scott- 
Moncrieff got me out from India (Iwas: only 
81 then) and told me to sit down on the 
Barrage and advise him. “Mind,” he added, 
“have as your motto—L’audace, audace, 
toujours Taudace, and if you detideto raise 
the water and an accident happens I shall 
take the responsibility ;if you succeed I shall 
see that you get credit for it. There is Mr. 
Macdonald at the Assouan dam ; he has seen 
every stone laid and watched the dam ever 
since and knows it as no man can know.it. I 
spent twordays with him last June and learnt 
much. He was keen on raising it. If I had 
been chief I should have taken his opinion 
against all the engineers and professors of 
Europe together, “those two professors with 
their tittlebat theory thrown in. 

SIR BENJAMIN BAKER'S ADVICE. 

But mind, Sir William, you. are criticising 
Sir Benjamin Baker.—No ; I am not. Sir 
Benjamin ought not to“ have been asked to 
take the responsibility for raising the dam. 
Sir Behjamin is no longer as young as when 
he projected the Forth Bridge, and if you 
turn to the 12th chapter of Ecclesiastes you 
will find that one of the unfailing signs of age is
